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Funding for more officers denied 



Edmonton Police 
Service. Council funds 
growth, but no funds for 
transit, downtown cops

City councillors turned down 
funding for more police offi¬ 
cers Tuesday, which the force’s 
deputy chief said would ultim¬ 
ately be felt on the front line. 

Councillors narrowly ap¬ 
proved funding for 35 growth 
positions, but voted down an 
additional nine positions to 
work alongside transit officers 
and an additional 40 for the 
downtown arena district. 

While the arena is not set 
to open until 2016, the police 
asked for the officers now 
so recruitment and training 
could have them ready in time. 

Following the decision, 
Deputy Chief Brian Simpson 
said he understood the finan¬ 
cial challenges council is fa¬ 
cing, but with growing call vol¬ 
umes there’s only one way for 
the force to manage without 
these resources. 

“Quite frankly, it will be off

the backs of the constables on 
the front line. They’re the ones 
that bear the brunt of what¬ 
ever happens street level,” he 
said. 

The nine positions for tran¬ 
sit were to continue a pilot pro¬ 
gram that paired Edmonton 
police with Edmonton Transit 
officers and had been success¬ 
ful in increasing safety on the 
system. 

Mayor Don Iveson sup¬ 
ported the 35 growth pos¬ 
itions, but attempted to lessen 
the tax impact by funding 
them for only the second half 
of next year. 

He asked the police to find 
another way to fund the tran¬ 
sit officers, but said he simply 
couldn’t spend more. 

“I drew my line in the sand 
on the last motion,” he said. 

Even if council had turned 
down all of the requests, 54 
new positions were already 


built into the EPS budget to 
help handle the city’s growth. 

Iveson said the cost of poli¬ 
cing a growing city was simply 
too much for Edmonton to 
handle alone and said if coun¬ 
cil funded the positions the 
province would not step up to 
the plate and help. 

“We’ve got to create some 
heat. We’ve got to create some 
tension on this,” he said. 

Iveson argued that Edmon¬ 
ton does a lot of police work 
for all of Northern Alberta and 
it’s time the province recog¬ 
nized that. 

Simpson said he knows po¬ 
lice funding models aren’t per¬ 
fect, but that’s not a debate for 
a police agency to climb into. 

“There is politics involved in 
this. Quite frankly, I don’t want 
to be a pawn in that process. 
That’s not our role,” he said. 

Council’s budget delibera¬ 
tions, which should conclude 
on Thursday, are currently 
looking at a tax increase of 
nearly six per cent and fund¬ 
ing all of the police’s requests 
would have pushed that closer 
to seven. 

Iveson and several other 
councillors said they were 
open to funding more officers 
if the province delivers more 
funding in the spring.

Transit system 
review up for 
discussion in 2015 

Edmontonians’ bus rides 
could be a little different 
in the future, as the most 
efficient routes will be 
evaluated. 

Nearby routes or faster 
service is up for grabs in 
the Edmonton Transit 
plan for the future system 
should Edmontonians 
want that. 

As the city continues 
to grow, routes that are 
packed — and others that 
aren’t always full to the 
doors — will be looked at 
as part of a Transit Strategy 
which was approved 
for funding by council 
Wednesday, during the 
last days of the budget 
deliberations. 

Changes to transit 
users’ bus routes wouldn’t 
happen overnight, with 
city administration ex¬ 
pecting the transit review 
to take up to two years to 
complete. 

“The time is upon us 
to do a robust and veiy 
thorough investigation,” 
said Coun. Michael Walters 
on Wednesday. 

Edmontontians will get 
to provide their input dur¬ 
ing what administration is 
calling an “extensive pub¬ 
lic engagement” process, 
which will eat up the lion’s 
share of the $623,000 ap¬ 
proved by council. 

Council has already 
been consulted on dif¬ 
ferent transit plans in 
previous workshops, but 
Edmontonians will ultim¬ 
ately decide if they want 
a high-frequency system 
or to continue with ETS’s 
current system that dips 
into local neighbourhoods 
once they meet the city’s 
criteria.

Along with salted peanuts 
and mini bottles of wine, 
American airline passengers 
will now have the chance to 
indulge in a little dinosaur 
education while flying to their 
destination, thanks to the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta’s Dino 101. 

New York-based airline Jet¬ 


Blue announced last month 
the airline would be offering 
passengers a series of 10 on¬ 
line courses as part of a new 
Fly-Fi program, and it includes 
the U of A’s program. 

Focused on dinosaur paleo¬ 
biology, Dino 101 was the first 
of a series of Massive Open On¬ 
line Courses (MOOC) offered 
by U of A. 

“I think it’s a wonderful 
accolade for the quality of the 
course we’ve produced,” said 
faculty of science dean Jona¬ 
than Schaeffer. 

What makes the Dino 101 
different from other online 
courses is the content and 
structure, said Schaeffer, not¬ 
ing everyone loves dinosaurs. 

“Online learning has been

The course was chosen 
from more than 800 online 
courses through Coursera, 
and JetBlue director of prod¬ 
uct development Jamie Peny 
said the airline wants to raise 
the standard for onboard con¬ 
tent.

“We want to be sure we’re 
making the most respon¬ 
sible choice,” he said. 

Rattan Lawrence, execu¬ 
tive director of the China¬ 
town business association, 
said the group is eager to 
see something happen, but 
understand the challenges. 

She said with the new

He said he does hope the 
province can move the pro¬ 
ject along. 

“To have it just sit there 
for 10 years or more would 
be a shame, given the re¬ 
vitalization that is going on,” 
he said. 

McKeen said it wouldn’t 
be a drag on the area, but 
it’s in a prime position for 
redevelopment. 

“I don’t think it’s an alba¬ 
tross or anything, but it’s 
right across the street from 
the new Royal Alberta Mu¬ 
seum,” he said. 


Green Shacks approved for high-need communities

Kids from some of Edmon¬ 
ton’s highest-needs commun¬ 
ities won’t have an excuse for 
idle hands this summer, as 20 
Green Shack programs will 
run full-time. 

Earlier this week, city 
council approved spending 
$107,000 to fund the pro¬ 
gram, which offers activities 
and supervision to kids dur¬ 
ing their summer break. 

Green Shack advocate 


Cheryl Schneider said coun¬ 
cil’s decision to fund full-time 
staff at 20 different locations 
is a great story for the city. 

“This is so needed. This 
is going to affect so many 
families,” said Schneider. 
“We have to have programs 
to keep these kids busy, con¬ 
nected and safe.” 

The program, which used 
to be funded through a prov¬ 
incial grant, was taken over

“There are some great 
organizations available, but 
the Green Shack is one of the 
staples,” she said. “I saw first 
hand what kind of impact 
this program has on kids.” 


Coun. Mike Nickel had 
asked council to approve 
funding for the program in 
20 high-needs communities, 
including McCauley, Oliver 
and Alberta Avenue. 

“Green Shack is one of 
the programs that I think 
eveiyone universally stands 
behind,” he said Tuesday. “It’s 
still to me a lot of money, but 
it’s money well spent.”

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Slain officer’s family in despair at trial 


Relatives of a slain Alberta 
bylaw officer say they are feel¬ 
ing pain, anger and despair on 
the eve of a verdict in the trial 
of the dog breeder accused of 
killing him. 

Trevor Kloschinsky, 49, is 
charged with first-degree mur¬ 
der in the 2012 death of Rod 
Lazenby, a retired RCMP of¬ 
ficer who was responsible for 
enforcing bylaws in the Muni¬ 
cipal District of Foothills near 
Calgary. 


Lazenby, 62, died after go¬ 
ing to Kloschinsky’s property 
near Priddis on Aug. 10, 2012, 
to investigate an animal com¬ 
plaint. 

Doctors testified this week 
that Kloschinsky was “act¬ 
ively psychotic” and his law¬ 
yer argued her client was not 
criminally responsible due to 
a mental disorder. Justice Beth 
Hughes is expected to deliver 
her verdict Thursday morning. 

Lazenby’s family sat quiet¬ 


ly in the courtroom for the 
duration of the three-day trial, 
but broke their silence outside 
after final arguments were 
done Wednesday. 

“We have tried to find the 
right words to describe how 
Rod’s murder has impacted 
our lives,” said his sister 
Robyn Halbert, who dabbed at 
her eyes with a tissue. 

“But there are really no ad¬ 
equate words to describe the 
pain, anger and despair that 


we are feeling.” 

Kloschinsky eked out a liv¬ 
ing selling blue heeler dogs 
he raised on his property. The 
court heard how he thought 
Lazenby was corrupt and fry¬ 
ing to steal his animals. 

An autopsy found Laz¬ 
enby was strangled and had 
56 abrasions, contusions and 
lacerations to the face, head, 
neck, body and back. He also 
suffered numerous internal 
injuries. Canadian press

City looking cleaner,

While litter across the city is 
going down, the trash on the 
Yellowhead Trail appears to 
be piling up. 

The city released its an¬ 
nual audit Wednesday mor¬ 
ning and it showed a four-per 
cent decrease in large litter 
items, like napkins and food 
containers and a two-per-cent 
decrease in small litter, like 
cigarette butts. 

The city does the litter 
audit eveiy year, examining 
the same 123 sites and then 
comparing the results to 
those of previous years. 


Coun. Bev Esslinger called 
the results a step in the right 
direction. 

“Edmontonians are work¬ 
ing together toward a com¬ 
mon goal of a cleaner city, 
but we still have work to do,” 
she said. 

Some of the work has to 
happen along the Yellowhead 
according to a survey of that 
road. The city does an audit 
of 20 sites along the freeway 
and the latest audit shows a 
63 per cent increase since the 
first time it was done in 2010.

The federal Conservatives say 
they don’t condone the use of 
torture, but will continue to 
act on intelligence when “Can¬ 
adians’ fives are in danger.” 

A spokesman for Public 
Safety Minister Steven Blaney’s 
office said Wednesday that Can¬ 
ada does not engage in, nor 
condone, torture by national 
security agencies. 

But Jean-Christophe de Le 
Rue said that Canada will act 


on “a tip from any source” if 
Canadians’ fives are in danger. 

“The primary responsibility 
of Canadian security agencies 
is to protect Canadian fife and 
property,” de Le Rue wrote in a 
prepared statement. “We will 
continue to ensure that intelli¬ 
gence is reviewed and assessed 
by Canadian intelligence ex¬ 
perts before it is acted upon.” 

Opposition critics are call¬ 
ing on the Conservative govern¬ 
ment to take away Canadian 
security agencies’ ability to 
send or request information to 
foreign partners that could lead 


to torture. 

The calls come a day after 
the U.S. Senate revealed the 
CIA misled its political masters 
about how widespread and 
brutal the Bush-era practice of 
“enhanced interrogation tech¬ 
niques” of detainees was. 

The report detailed the con¬ 
ditions imposed on detainees in 
CIA black sites across the world. 
Techniques used by American 
agents and contractors includ¬ 
ed forcing detainees to stand on 
broken legs, forced rectal feed¬ 
ing, and frequent waterboard¬ 
ing (simulated drowning). 


Five Canadian security agen¬ 
cies can use national security 
information from foreign part¬ 
ners, even if it was obtained 
through torture. According to 
documents obtained by The 
Canadian Press, the head of the 
agency must weigh several fac¬ 
tors before approving the infor¬ 
mation sharing—including the 
opinion of Foreign Affairs Minis¬ 
ter John Baird’s department. 

Speaking earlier Wednes¬ 
day, Baird refused to address 
questions about domestic agen¬ 
cies’ use of information gained 
from CIA torture. 

“Canada doesn’t torture 
anyone. Period. Period,” Baird 
said after a news conference.

“That is not on.” 

He pledged opposition to 
any project that deprives First 
Nations a share of the profits. 

“We will no longer accept 
poverty and hopelessness while 
resource companies and gov¬ 
ernments grow fat off our lands 
and territories and resources,” 
he said. 

Bellegarde, who was until 
Wednesday chief of the Fed¬ 
eration of Saskatchewan Indian 
Nations, took 63 per cent of the 
464 first-ballot votes cast, more 
than the 60 per cent required 
for victoiy. 

He told reporters the as¬ 
sembly under his leadership 
will “be respectful, it’s going 
to be responsive and it’s going 
to be relevant to First Nations

“These companies have 
so many people to answer to 
that when things are delayed 
they are the ones that suffer.

With the Toronto Transit Commission expanding its proof-of-payment system, so, too, will it be expanding its force 
of fare inspectors equipped with batons. The TTC says the practice is meant to protect inspectors from belligerent riders, but critics say this sets a bad precedent

Fare inspectors began riding the 501 
Queen and 510 Spadina streetcars in Au¬ 
gust, introducing themselves to customers 
and explaining the proof-of-payment (POP) 
concept that requires anyone riding those 
two lines to show a Metropass or paper 
transfer if asked by an inspector. 

All streetcar routes become POP as the 
new streetcars are introduced, but the 
TTC is looking to accelerate that, starting 
with the 504 King streetcar on Jan. 1. 

While fare inspectors are educating 
and informing customers about POP, 
they will also be issuing tickets when 
warranted. 

The fine for failing to pay a fare is 
$235. And while fare inspectors are profes¬ 
sional, highly trained and accountable in 
all they do, there may be instances where 
our inspectors will be required to defend 
themselves from someone who objects 
to being asked for proof-of-payment or is 
being issued a ticket. 

In all such cases, police are called. 

As an employer, the TTC has an 
obligation to ensure its employees have 
personal protective equipment for the job 
they’re being asked to do. 

The TTC understands the concerns 
around use of force, which is why, in 
addition to training at a police standard, 
oversight and accountability are firmly 
in place should those tools be used 
improperly. 

Brad Ross is a spokesman for the TTC 


Collapsible batons such 
as the ones being issued to 
the Toronto Transit staff 
usually have a shaft made of steel, 
although some lighter-weight 
models are made from aluminum 
alloy. 


A 1998 Toronto police 
report on the use of force 
acknowledged that “batons can 
be very effective in immobilizing bel¬ 
ligerent individuals.” However, the same 
report concluded that “an unintended 
strike to an individual’s head during 
the confusion of a struggle, or the 
intentional misuse of a baton on a 
suspect, could cause death.” 


“It’s purely for 
protection,” said TTC 
spokesman Brad Ross. 
“Some people don’t necessarily 
appreciate getting a $235 fine ... 

Our employees need to be 
able to protect themselves and 
the public should the situa¬ 
tion escalate.”

Batons won’t solve 
transit problems 

Dr. Daniel Bear 


The TTC’s practice of equipping fare inspect¬ 
ors with batons and handcuffs is troubling. 
While the spectre of harassment and assault 
on public transit is a valid concern, provid¬ 
ing these tools to inspectors implies they 
regularly encounter violence and criminality 
in their work — not a reassuring message to 
TTC riders. 

In a recent news event, neither the TTC 
nor the Toronto Police Service were able to 
furnish statistics on the number of criminal 
incidents that occur on the TTC. 

With the decision to introduce what are 
effectively new powers and weapons into 
the mix, it would seem best if there was 
clear evidence of a need. 

I would suggest the TTC reconsider the 
efficacy of armament, as such tools are 
entirely reactive in nature. 

Perhaps more proactive work with 
passengers to encourage fare compliance, 
enhanced patrol of TTC vehicles by actual 
police officers, and a payment confirmation 
system more advanced than strips of news¬ 
print would be a better route than arming 
fare inspectors. 

Transit users need to feel safe, but they 
also want to get where they are going. 
Frankly, that seems to be a much bigger 
issue in Toronto. Handcuffs and batons 
won’t solve the TTC’s problems, and instead 
set a bad precedent at a time when the rest 
of Ontario’s law enforcement community is 
becoming more proactive.

Kirk Douglas reflects on 
his life of poetic passion 


Life Could Be Verse. 

Legendary actor, 98 ,

Kirk Douglas is done with writ¬ 
ing. The rakish screen legend 
with the famously dimpled 
chin made that abundantly 
clear on a recent afternoon at 
his Beverly Hills home, a few 
days before the release of his 
poetiy collection Life Could 
Be Verse: Reflections on Love, 
Loss, and What Really Matters. 

“To me, this is my best 
book, and my last book,” said 
Douglas, seated next to Anne, 
his wife of more than 60 years. 

It was a pronouncement 
that came up more than a few 
times. The Spartacus star, who 
just turned 98, has 87 films to 
his name, 11 books, and is one 
of the last living members of 
old Hollywood. 

In some ways, Life Could 
Be Verse is his most personal 


work, featuring poems from 
throughout his life, along with 
essays and family photos that 
help paint a picture of him as 
a man, a father and husband. 

In an industiy not known 
for domestic stability, Kirk and 
Anne may be one of the great¬ 
est Hollywood romances. Seat¬ 
ed on a cozy couch in a home 
that is elegant, modest and 
lived-in, the couple recalled 
their first meeting in Paris.

Daniel Shumski has done 
all t±ie messy work of 
figuring out what foods will 
waffle and presents his find¬ 
ings (53 perfected recipes) 
in Will It Wafile? Yes It Wifi! 

Waffling foods other 
than waffles is not just a 
novelty but leads to great 
culinaiy innovations. For 
example, waffled bacon 
reaches perfect crispness 
and cooks super fast.

Top with the 
second slice of soaked bread, 
close the waffle iron, and cook 
until the bread is golden brown 
and the chocolate is melted, 3 
to 4 minutes. There should be 
no trace of uncooked egg mix. 

5. Remove the French toast 


in the preheated waffle iron, 
close the lid, and cook for 
5 minutes before checking 
on them. The waffled crou¬ 
tons are done when they 
are mostly golden brown, 
though the waffle indenta¬ 
tions may be darker brown. 

If you’re using waffles: Ar¬ 
range the soaked waffle 
cubes on a baking sheet or in 
a cast-iron skillet and place 
in the preheated oven. Cook 
for 10 minutes, turning the 
cubes over with a spatula 
about halfway through and 
keeping an eye on them dur¬ 
ing the final 3 minutes to 
avoid burning. They should 


from the waffle iron and re¬ 
peat Steps 3 and 4 to make the 
second batch.

Change will come to 
Edmonton sooner or later 
and coach Dallas Eakins is a 
pretty good target for remov¬ 
al. I bring this up because 
one potential to replace him 
just became available. 

That would be erstwhile 
Ottawa Senators coach Paul 
MacLean, who had fallen 
out of favour in the nation’s 
capital and was dismissed 
after a win, of all times. Now, 
I know what you’re saying: 
Why would the Oilers want 
a bench boss who was just 
fired himself? 

I believe there is hope in 
MacLean and the situation he 
is coming out of could actual¬ 
ly be a good thing. Though 
he had never been an NHL 
head coach when the Sens 
hired him in the summer of 
2011, MacLean took his team 
to the playoffs the first two 
years he was in charge and 
even won the Jack Adams 
Award as NHL coach of the 
year in 2013. And for much 
of that campaign, he didn’t 
even have the services of top 
players such as Erik Karls- 
son, Jason Spezza and Craig 
Anderson, due to injury. 

Unfortunately, the success 
allegedly changed MacLean,

and not for the better. He 
had lost the room this season 
and even though the Sen¬ 
ators are still in the mix for 
a playoff spot, he was dusted 
by management. 

So why would he be good 
for the Oilers? Because I 


believe this experience will 
have humbled him. How 
could it not? 

Maybe MacLean got 
carried away with his early 
success, but he still has a 
great pedigree behind him. 
This is a man with a Stanley 


Cup ring to his name from 
his days as an assistant coach 
in Detroit, where he was 
one of numerous acolytes to 
spread their wings under the 
tutelage of head coach Mike 
Babcock — Bill Peters in 
Carolina and Todd McLellan 
in San Jose are two others. 

MacLean can get the most 
out of a roster and his Ot¬ 
tawa teams won when they 
shouldn’t have when he was 
at his best. That’s something 
Edmonton can’t discount if 
Eakins is shown the door.
